Saturday Mr. 11 --- made a speech at 
a political meeting in the village, and tlmt 
faction of the local Republicans who fa- 
vor his nomination as the next Itepub- 
lican Presidential candidate met him on 
his arrival at the station and escorted 
him to the Town Hall, 
As tlio procession 


passed the residence of President Hegosh, 
who for seventy-live years has been a 
warm supporter of Mr. II ---- , the aged 
President hastily illuminated his house. 
As soon as the fact came to the ears of 
the students — who are unanimously in 
favor of the nomination oft he distinguished 
young civil service reformer C. A. A ----- ,

mainder of the collegiate year. 
The 


professors auc! tutors, without exception, 
espoused the cause of President Hegosh, 
and, protesting against the decision of 
tho students, announced that they would 
not attend a single recitation unless the 
sentence of suspension should bo annulled. 
Thus far the students hare remained firm. 
and have peremptorily refused to rocoiv 
fiirter their action. 
The faculty paraded 


the village last night with a baud of 
music, and it is rumored that several 
tutcypi broke into tlte mathematical recita- 
tion room and destroyed tho blackboard 
together with nearly :i pound of chalk. 
A college rebellion is, of course, a very 
unfortunate matter, but in this case it is 
obvious that if any sort of discipline is to 
be maintained by the students, they must 
not yield to attempts at coercion on Hie 
part of the faculty. 


It in rumored that the experiment of 


making tho attendance of students at ball 
matches optional will be tried at Harvard 
next year. 
Hitherto every uuder-gradu- 


atc has been obliged to attend the regu- 
lar bull matches unless he could furnish 
a physician's certificate that his health 
would suiTer thereby.

that only a small minority of the students 
look upon ball-playing with the serious- 
ness which it really de-serves, and it is at 
least doubtful if their compulsory attend- 
ance is of any spiritual benefit to them.

A NOVEL STEAM-SHT?. 


In a new steamboat now building upon 


tha Hudson, an attempt is being made to 
produce a boat that shall be self-righting, 
that shall lie. von,* fast, and that cannot 
Binlc unless entirely torn to piece-;. 
The 


boat is comparatively small, as it is in- 
tended only for an experimental or model 
boat. 
If .successful, it is intended to 


Itiiild ocean steam-ships upon the same 
principle. It appears that the inventor's 
aim is to make ti self-righting boat by 
carrying the sides over the deck in the 
form of a dome. 
The side frames am 


made continuous and m-ent over the cen- 
ter of the hull, or, in other words, the 
frames begin at one side of the keel, rise 
directly at an angle of about forty-five. 
•degrees to the Tvater-Hiie, and then curve 
inward over the deck aud back on the 
same lines to tho keel. 
A section of

is 
thus 
of 
a 
wedge 
shape, 


with a sharp edge below and rounded 
top above. This wedge form is preserved 
-throngh the entire length of the hull. 
'There are no hollow lines in the boat, and

form a long, tapering wedge. 
The 


widest part of the hull is exactly at the 
middle, both ends boing precisely alike. 
This is quite different from the flat bot- 
tom nnd straight sides, 'A'ith comparative- 
ly bluff or rounded bo\vs. of the ordinary 
ocean steamship. The boat is intended 
;to be much deeper aft than forward, and 
the deck will be mucli higher above 
water at the bows than at the stern.

unbroken dome-shaped deck is to enable 
the boat to throw.off all waves that break 
over the bows or sides in rough weather. 
It is thought that, instead of shipping 
tons of water and retaining it on deck till 
it can bo drained off. the boat will shed or 
throw off the water from the long, sharp 
bows and openi deck, and will at once 
relieve herself of the weight- of the water.
